The steamer on which they returned 
docked at the same pier from which he 
had sailed. 
As he caught sight of the 
familiar scene Capt. Owen broke down. 
Tears roursed dov,n hi.« weather beaten 
cheek.s as he told his story—th-^ wierd- 
est recital of death and advontnrf that 
has r>ome into this porr, m many a year. 
His prii^f is ih2t of a strong man heari 
broken bv adversity. 


DTiring his last voyage Capt. Owen 
lived a lifetime.

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Playing Practical Politics, 


An interesting example of some practical politics in the interest 
of temperance has just been supplied from Wells and Blackford coun- 
ties, where four out of five " d r y " candidates for the democratic nom- 
ination for joint representative to the state legislature have reached 
an agreement to withdraw from the race. They now plan to unite 
their forces for the nomination of the one remaining " d r y " candi- 
date and thus hope to make impossible the nomination of another who 
is accredited with pronouncedly "Avet" sjonpathies and who has the 
bajcMng of the element which favors the return of the saloons. 


The action was voluntary and entirely harmonious, and was 
brought about by the desire to do everything possible to safeguard 
the situation which banished the saloon from both counties. The 
" d r y " candidates simply got together, put the cause of temperance 
ahead of their personal ambitions to go to the legislature and select- 
ed one of their number who should receive the temperance en- 
dorsement, others agreeing to at once file notices of withdrawal from 
the primary ballot. It was not difficult to figure that with the tem- 
perance sentiment divided between five men there was little likeli- 
hood of either winning and that in all probability the "wet" candi- 
date would win in the primaiy. The temperance element is very 
stx'ong in both AVolls and Blackford counties, each of which is de- 
pendably democratic, but split up into factions it could not hope to 
win against a united liquor vote. It did the perfectly obvious thing, 
and it found its representatives in the race big enough to yield their 
personal interests to the common cause. 


The action is as uniqu« as it is commendable, and it is hardly 
to be doubted that it will produce results. In any event it is going to 
supply an interesting phase to watch in the primary race. Manifest- 
ly if a majority of the people of Wells and Blackford counties are 
opposed to the saloon they ought to have that sort of representation 
in the state legislature, and they are taking the practical way to se- 
cure it. 


EVENING UP IN TAXES 


The church federation at Indianapolis has opened war on alleg- 
ed resorts in that city, and is asking the courts to abate fourteen of 
the places, taking occasion, too, to name as co-defendants to the ac- 
tion the owners of the real estate occupied by the questionable places. 
The next act, ladies and gentlemen, will depict some fairly prominent 
and supposedly respectable citizens in ground and lofty squirming at 
being brought into a case like this, but who were not averse to ac- 
cepting money for the lease of property for purposes which have 
given rise to complaint.

TJic proposed increase in the income 
tax lias been attacked on the grouud 
that it imposes a governmental burden 
on one particular clasa and to the ex- 
clusion of the bulk of the people. But 
the fact is that up to this time most of 
tile huge cost of conducting the gov- 
ernment has been paid by people 
of 
small means. 


The tariff and excise taxes have come 
I out of the pockets of the consumer. He 
may not have known,it, for the taxes 
have been 
added to the cost of the 
good.s he bu.ys. 
But he has paid them, 
just the same. 


In this sort of taxation the family 
of small meang pays far more in pro- 
portion to its ability than the family of 
•wealth. The tax on sugar, for instance, 
amounts to several dollars a year for 
the ordinary family. 
The millionaire's 
family pa^'s comparatively little more. 


This sort of discrimination has gone 
on for j-ears. 
About the only way to 
even up is to give the family of largo 
income a chance to pay a direct tax to 
the government. 
No matter how largo 
this tax may be made it will not take 
so large a share of the possible savings 
in the case of the wealthy family as 
the existingr tariff and excise duties now 
consume in the case of a family witli 
an iacome of, say, $1,200 a year. 


All other considerations aside, the in- 
crease in the income tax to cover the 
cost of additional defenses will merely 
help to even things up and correct ;.n 
injustice of long standing. 


It is gratifying to note that some progress is being made in the 
movement of Fort Wayne churches to take up the cause of Hope hos- 
pital and get behind the institution both financially and in its busi- 
ness management. Hope hospital is needed. It has, with other hos- 
pitals of the city, done its full share of good in ministering to suffer- 
ing hnmanity, in a struggle that has been desperate because of lack 
of funds. We trust it may be placed squarely "on its feet" and be in 
position to largely extend its field of usefulness. That is easily pos- 
sible if the proper support is accorded it.

thickly coated and a rich 
brown in 
color. Remove from pan, cut up as for 
a fricassee, place on platter, lay corn 
fritters around the edge of dish, scat- 
ter some sprigs of parsley over and 
serve at once with melted butter and 
lemon quarters. 


Apple Fnnch. 


Lay in a china bowl slices of apples 
and lemons alternately, each layer be- 
ing thickly strewed 
with 
powdered 
sugar. Pour over the fruit, when bowl 
is half filled, a bottle of claret; cov- 
er, and let stand for six hours, then 
pour through a muslin bag and it Is 
all ready. 


Sponge Cake. 


One cup sugar, three tablespoons of 
cold water, boiled together until clear 
three eggs, yolks and whites beaten 
separately and folded together.

Also add a bit of onion, it flavors 
them. Have them brown and hot and 
they make a hearty, tasty dish. 


Cheese Potatoes. 


Arrange in baking dish cold boiled 
potatoes sliced thin. Then add a lay- 
er of grated or fine cut cheese, a lit- 
tle salt, pepper and bits of butter on 
each layer. 
Continue 
until dish is 
two-thirds full, then add enough milk 
to cover. 
Bake In rather quick oven 
until a rich brown. 
Serve immedi- 
ately with crackers or graham bread 
Halibut With Tomato Sauce. 


Have the fish sliced for frying, roll 
in bread crumbs and fry in clear hot 
fat till brown on both sides; remove 
to a hot platter and just before serv- 
ing pour the following tomato sauce 
over and around the fish. 


Tomato Sauce—Take a cup of toma- 
to, either fresh or canned, and put it 
into a saucepan with half cup of wa- 
ter, teaspoon of chopped onion, two 
whole cloves, one teaspoon of sugar, 
half teaspoon of salt and a dash of 
pepper; let it cook about 20 minutes, 
then remove from flre and strain. Put 
it through a largo sieve, mashing it 
with a wooden masher to make all 
possible go through, then return to 
flre. 
Melt a teaspoon of butter, add 
gradually a scant teaspoon of flour; 
when well blended add a little of the 
tomato and stir it in till a smooth 
paste is formed, then a little more 
till it will run easily; turn into the 
hot tomato to thicken and let it sim- 
mer 10 minutes. 


Pineapple Preserve. 


Cut in slices your pineapples, then 
in as small pieces as you like to eat it 
with a silver fruit knife; use about 
half as much sugar as pineapple; let 
stand in an enameled kettle over night, 
when the juice will cover the pine ap- 
ple, and 
set to cook 
in the morning 
without any water till clear, and put 
into glass Jars. It takes only a little 
while. 
Skim carefully while cooking. 
Don't cook too long, so It gets dark- 
colored. It will look light and clear. 


Beaufort Stew. 


Our choicest dish of meat is prepared 
with the cheapest cuts of meat. 
Legs 
and neck pieces may. be used. 
Beef, 
fresh pork, lamb and veal may be used 
together, get them cut up in lengths 
of three inches or so, then, with a 
sharp trimming knife, trim ofl! fat and 
outside 
rinds. 
Place in two-<iuart 
beanpot (Which must be very clean) 
with a few cut-tp potatoes ahd a car- 
rot or two, one small onion, one slice

ship and liking, while all the time 
encouraging 
the 
animosity In your 
mind. 
On the contrary, you should 
set yourself to work to overcome your 
dislike for the other. 
In the mean- 
time, until you feel that you have 
conquered your animosity, keep away 
from the girl. 


Be sincere In what you say of oth- 
ers. 
If you cannot think nice things 
about them, do not say anything at all.

quite dry place a damp white cloth 
between the fancy work and the Iron 
or there will not be a good surface. 
The iron should not be extremely hot, 
as the heat has a tendency to fade and 
change delicate tints. 
Anything that 
is edged with fringe needs to have tie 
fringe wet so that It may be shaken 
out nicely against the edge of a clean 
table before ironing; it often needs 
wetting and shaking out two or three 
times to be nice. In starching fringed 
doilies the fringe should be gathered 
up in the hand and not dipped In the 
starch with 
the rest of the doily, as 
starch is likely to mat fringe badUr.

O make soap Jelly, dissolve balf 
a pound of good white soap in 
a quart of water.

Rifle association of America and has a 
team entered in the college class for 
marksmen, known as Class B. 
The in- 
door rifle range has had the effect of 
creating a flue competitive spirit among 
students and it takes a crack shot to 
make a place on the team. 


Notre 
Dame maintained cadet com- 
panies prior to the civil war, and, when 
the trouble between the states arose, 
these cadets, almost to a man went to 
thp. defense of the Union.

Dame, that a line 
story of 
genuine 
Americanism is told. 
Father Sorin, al- 
tliough bom overseas, became nn Amer-

It is related that when a 
nephew of the founder of Notre Dame 
came to America and joined the order 
he did not Americanize as rapidly as 
Father Sorin wished. 
One morning the

France Is for the 
French, America is for Americans.

have engaged your passage for Europe." 


And back to France went the young 
priest who Mould not bring himself to 
be a real American. 


Purdue university, at 
Lafayette, ia 
doing some very interesting things in

endeavor. 
Its 
military 
de- 
partment arrew out of an act of the con- 
gress in 1862 providing an endowment 
for 
educational 
instittitiqns. 
later 
known 
as land grant 
luiiversities, in 
which it was provided that the three 
subjects, 
military 
tactic.s, 
agriculture 
and mechanical arts, be taught. 
Purdue 
was founded on that basis in 1869. 
The 
military department was separated from 
the other brandies in 1888 and wa-^i 
styled the department of military sci- 
ence. 
Since that time all 
able-bodied 
male students who have graduated from 
tiie university have had at least two 
years 
of 
military 
training, 
^lilitary 
drill, or "war." as it is popularly desig- 
nated by the students, is required of 
the freshman and sophomore classes and 
is elective for juniors and seniors. 
The 
work is administered according to Unit- 
ed States army regulations and includes 
target practice to a limited" degree. The

tain Thomas R. White, a former chap- 
lain of the Indiana national guard, has 
been trying to form an infantry com- 
pany among tlie students, but, thus far, 
has not met with satisfactory results. 
At Other Indiana Schools 


DePauw 
university had a 
military 
branch for several years prior to the 
Spanish-American war, and maintained 
a well equipped cadet corps. 
But, witli 
the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American 
war. the government recalled 
all 
the 
military 
equipment 
supplied 
DePauw 
and sent it to fight the Spaniards. That 
knocked militarism out of Depauw, and. 
in its stead, the university adopted ath- 
letics on a broad scale and uses physical 
culture as a means for the upbuilding 
of youth. 


Concordia 
college, a 
denominational 
institution a t Fort Wavne, has the sup- 
port of the Avar 
department 
in 
the 
maintenance of a military 
department 
in that school. 
Captain .T. K. Bvroade, 
a retired army odii'cr, is the professor 
of military science and has done effec- 
tive work in teaching tactics to 
the 
student body there. 


The other Indiana colleges have cluuv' 
pretty closely to the academic, although 
when the shrill cries of war have been 
heard over the hind they have sent their 
full measure of volunteers. ^Vabash was 
one of these, for among the most inspir- 
wjr stories of the war is that of how 
Wabash's 
graduating 
class, in 
1861, 
walked out of alma mater's halls and] 
before leaving the campus, enlisted in 
a body for service at the front. 
Every 
one of them did a noble part for 01(1 
Gloi-y. and it is that same spirit that 
has moved the board of trustees to vote 
to add a military department to

Wasliington, Feb. 8.—Snobbery, social 
caste, and feudalism 
are what's the 
matter with our army. 
The U. i:>. sys- 
tem is modeled on that of England—a 
system which has no place in a repub- 
lic. I t is undemocratic, inefTicient, un- 
popular and filled with the danger of 
militarism. 
Who Bays so? 
Two officers in the re.gular army, with 
whom I have talked, but who are for- 
bidden by army regulations t o talk for 
publication, have told me so. 
Among 
others who think so I find Will Irwin, 
wat ¿prrespondent and writer. Congress- 
man Callaway, of Te-vas; Dill, of Wash- 
ington; Sherwood, of Ohio; Bailey, of 
Pennsylvania; Gordon, of Ohio; Dies, of 
Te.tas, and a dozen others. 
The opin- 
ions of Herbert Quick and Louis Post 
are well known. 
Lieutenant Edgar Z. 
Steever, U. S. A., who has worked out 
the Wyoming plan of military training, 
is another who has shown by his works 
what lic think.s of the present antiquat- 
ed system. 


The British 
army system—which is 
ours—is described by George 
Barnard 
Shaw in a letter just received in Wash- 
ington as no better than the Prussian 
system. 
With the conscription law just 
adopted, Shaw says the result will be 
"compulsory soldiering of the Prussian 
type, with abandonment of every civil 
right, helpless submission to cruel and 
degrading punishments without trial by 
jury for the .smallest assertion of self- 
respect against—not discipline—but in 
solence and class domination * * * em- 
ployment in occupations which have no 
relation to national 
defense and are 
either menial or merel.y theatrical; and 
barrack life, a thing indescribable even 
by its advocates." 


Shaw urges Americans to take warn- 
inT by the fate of England and not to 
shriek at conscription, "which,"' he says, 
"the firing of a single shot may make 
irresistible a t an.y moment, but to pre- 
pare for it b.y discussing and defining 
the conditions on which citizens can ac- 
cept militar.y service in case of need 
without abandoning themselves to tlie 
hopeless slaver.v of a soldier. 
This is 
the real j)reparedne8s which the Ameri- 
can nation needs." 


"Shaw is absolutely right," said Will 
Irwin. "I have given a lot of thought 
and study to this army problem and I 
have seen the different European armies 
in action, and I am convinced tbatito- 
day what this country should do is to 
go and sit at the feet of France and 
learn of her. 
The French army is a 
democratic arm.y—the 
democratic 


army in the world. 
And it is now ad- 
mitted to be the best afmy in the world, 
and I do not exccpt the German army 
with all that has been said about itf) 
efficiency. In the French army the ofTl- 
ccrs are recruited from the ranks. They 
go up on tlie basis of merit. 
The.y are 
not officers because they have inherited 
title, political influence or money to'buy 
a commi.4sion, as in England, or bccaiue 
they belont; to an Upper so;>ìb) caste as 
in the United States. 
France gets more 
and better 
oiBcers by promoting the 
good men. 
One of the weaknesses of 
the English army today is the lack of 
officers. Wlierc are they to come from? 
When the titled and rich are killed off 
the supply is Èone. 
France has demon- 
siratéd that the caste system is not 
necessary to disôipline. 
Nor is it nec- 
essary to efficiency. 
The French army 
has both. 
And yet we go on rallying 
offlcers in hotbedn of snobbery like An» 
napolis and 'West Point nnd perpétuât- 
iiig all the traditions of the British 
feudal nystem in the regitlar atmy and 
the militia of the Uhited States."

OUR GOD AND HIS UNIVERSE 


By W. E. Blackstone 


When Kini; David meditated upon 
these things he said: "Uh, Jehovah our 
Lord, how excellent is Thy name in all 
the earth! who hits set Thy glory above 
the Heavens. 
When I consider Thy 
Heavens, the work of Thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars which Thou hast 
ordained; what is man, that thou art 
mindful of him? and the Soifof Man 
that Thou visitest him?" 
(Ps. 8:1-4). 
King Itevid considered, and we should 
note that it was not trifling and worth- 
lets things which he set his mind upon, 
but. he thought of "the Heai^ens, the 
moon, and stars," which God had made. 
Let ui, lilce Job, David and other rev- 
erent astronomers, try to look out into 
tJii; Heavens with its circling orbs which 
Ccfl hath made. 
All our observation 
1 v.!Si, be from this earth, which is A-ery 
i'lil^ortant to man as the cradle of his 
creation and environment of his his- 
tory. It is about 8,0f)0'miles in diame- 
ter and 25,000 miles in circumference. 
It is very largo in onr sight, for after 
man has lived 
upon it nearly fl.OOO 
years, there ave still many 
portions 
which his eye has not seen, nor iu's 
feet irod upon. 
But Rs we shall see 
it is only a tinv. speck iji the great 
Universe of God. 
Naturally the first 
obicct which attracts our attention, as 
we look out from our earth, is the moon 
because it is the nearest to us. 
It 
is only 2.38,000 miles distant and rc 
volves around- the 
earth oncc each 
month. It is only 2,100 miles in diam<? 
ter. but looks so large, because of its 
proximity. 
The oarth is only one of 
the many bodies called planets, which 
swiniT. at different distances, around the 
son. 
They are named IMercury, Venus 
our Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Ur 
anus and Neptune. 
Jupiter is 1,300 
timos the size of our earth, and has 
eight moons swinging around it. 
Sat 
urn is 1,200 times the size of our earth 
and has a remarkable ring around it 
and ten moons. 
Between 
Mars 
and 
JupitfT are about seven hundred small 
ploiiots called asteroids. 
Some are only 
ten miles in diameter, but each having 
ii distinct orbit around the sun. 
Jesus 
said, referring to the universe, "In My 
Father's 
house are many mansions. 
(John 
14:2). 
Perhaps these asteroids 
are the baby mansions. 


The sun is 93,000,000 miles from the 
earth, and looks only a little larger 
than the moon, but it is 86-5,000 miles 
in diameter, and enveloped ih flames 
which often flash xip 200,000 miles from 
its surface. 
It is almost impossible for 
us to comprehend the vast magnitude 
of the sun. It is 1,200.000 times great- 
er than the earth. 
The next nearest 
star to our sun is called Alpha Cen 
tauri. and is 25,000,000,000,000, (twenty- 
five trillions) of miles from us. Polaris, 
the Xorth Star, is 276 trillions of miles 
distant, and Arcturus, the great star 
in. the constellation of Bootes, is 960 
trillions of miles distant. 
So far as wo 
know, this, star, Arcturus, is the mon- 
arch of the heavens. 
It is said to be 
verv many times the size of our sun. ft 
is moving at the rate of .300,000 miles 
rer hour, and yet is so far away, that, 
if Adam, the first man, was to come 
back from his grave, he could not see 
that it had made any change in posi- 
tion in 8,000 years. 


These distances are almost incompre 
liensible to us, and such flgures are too 
cumbersome 
to 
express 
astronomical 
distances. 
Hence 
astronoraera 
have 
another method of stating 
distances. 
They have discovered, by the eclipse of 
the moons of .Tupiter, that light travels 
186,000 miles in a second, equal 11,160,- 
000 iniles in a minute, which is about

6,000,000,000,000 (six trillion) miles in 
a year. 


The ordinarj' eye can see from 3,000 
to 5,000 stars in the heavens. This num- 
ber is increased to millions by the use 
of 
telescopes 
and 
photography. 
By 
properly 
exposing 
photograph plates 
to the sky, and then placing them under 
the microscope, astronomers have been 
able to estimat^ about 60,000,000 stars. 
Many of these 
are in groups called 
nebula. 
One of these, in the constella- 
tion of Orion, which appears to the 
naked eye as only a small bright spot, 
is composed of 8,000 suns. 
Another is 
Andromeda, about the size of a man's 
hand, in which only two stars are vis- 
ible to the eye, has 64,000 suns. 


The luminous circle of the heavens, 
called the Milky Way, is a mass of 
suns. A,photograph plate was exposed 
to a rich portion of this milky way, 
and, with a microscope, 600,000 suns^ 
Avere estimated on about one quarter 
of the plate, while the rest was a per- 
fect blaze of light in which there might 
have been from a million to a million 
and 
half of euns. 


As the increased strength of the tele- 
scopes have revealed 
more and more 
stars, it is fjrobable that there are un- 
told numbers more beyond and beyond 
all that have been seen. No man hath 
counted the number of all the stars, 
and only God knows how many there 
are. 
But ho has given a hint as to 
their countless number in His inspired 
Word, tile Christian Bible. He said to 
Abraham that His seed should be as the 
stars of Heaven for multitude, or a« 
the sand on the seashore. (Genesis 13: 
16; W;5; 22:17.) 


The greatest thing 
that God • hath 
made is th® heavens, in which all the 
sims, planets and comets are moving 
in trackless orbits around their respec- 
tive centers. 


No wonder that King David while 
thus considering, exclaimed, "What is 
man?"' and we may well ask, "What is 
man ?" 


Physically he may be six feet tail 
and weigh 200 pounds, and if so, his 
size commands our respect, but compar- 
atively he is the minutest speck. 
He 
is only one seven millionth of the diam- 
eter of the earth, and if the earth was 
a pea, what would a man be? 


But note that King 
David said: 
"What is man that Thou art mindful 
of him and visitest him?" 
Yes, this 
great God is mindful of man. 
Man is 
not simply a physical 
animal of su 
many pouníís weight. Man has a mind. 
He can tliiiik and reason and decide, and 
therefore God is mindful of him. 
Man 
is valuable. 
He has a soul. 
He has a 
spirit and will live forever in happiness 
or woe. God is mindful of him and had 
prepared .salvation for all men who will 
accept it. 


When Adam, the fir.st man sinned and 
disobeyed God and brought misery and 
dentil upon our race, God visited him in 
the Garden of Eden 
and called out, 
".Adam! where art thou?" (Genesis 3:9). 
He has been calling to man ever since,

The Means of Increasing the Number of Birds About Our Homes Are Few and Simple—They Comprise Adequate Protection arid the Provision of Suitable Nesting Places 
Food and Water—^The United States Department pf Agriculture is Doing a Wonderful Work in Giving to the Public Accurate Information 
' 


Relating to the Various Means of Attracting Our Bird Friends.

Bird lovers throughout the land are 
seeking ways and means of Increasing 
the n u m b e r of birds and of at^yacting 
t h e m to the vicinity of homes. 
While 
• the basis for this movement is in part 
;esthetic, to no small degree such ef- 
;forts are based on a growing appre- 
,'clatlon of the usefulness of birds as 
|ln«ect destroyers. 
The increase of in- 
iterest 
in 
wild 
birds 
throghout 
the 
rUnlted States during the past decade 
iha» been phenomenal, and 
organiza- 
•tions having for their chief object the 
care and protection of birds are num- 
bered by hundreds, if not thousands, 
'civic leagues and women's clubs have 
¿been espe<"ialJy active In attempts to 
f a t t r a c t birds to rjty parks and suburbs, 
fwith a view to bringing wild life to 
Ithe doors of those denied the 
priv- 
|llege of knowing it in wilder districts,

Food supply is the vital factor in 
Iblrd 
life 
and 
the 
most 
important 
Isingle offering we can m a k e in 
our 
Jefforts to attract bird.". 
It l.s impor- 
tant to note that an ample supply of 
"food prior to and during the nesting 
?^sea8on tends to increase the number 
of eggs laid and also the n u m b e r of 
-broods In a season. 
Bird food may 
^be SMpplied in two vrays—by planting 
Jtrees, shrubs, and herbs which 
pro- 
duce seeds or fruits relished by birds, 
and bj- exposing food in artificial de- 
vices. 
The most familiar phase nf the 
latter method is winter feeding. 


During the season when the natural 
food supply is at it.«! lowest ebb birds 
iTespond most readily to our hospital- 
ity. 
t\"inter fpeding has become 
vpr\- 
p o p u l a r , and the result has been to 
.bring about better understanding be- 
'tween birds and h u m a n kind. 


ing a raised ledge about the margin 
or by placing the shelf in the shelter 
of a wall or shielding It with

green branches on one or more sides. 


Feeding devices not affected by the 
weather are preferable. 
An excellent 
one is a cocoanut with a hole bored 
in one end. 
The cavity is filled with

Game birds and sparrows may be 
provided with feeding places by erect- 
ing low hutches or making wigwam- 
like shocks of corn or crain sheaves 
under which food may be scattered.

ing of bird.s, and some special forms 
are now manufactured for wild birds. 


The 
food 
house 
is

In one style this result is 
obtained by mounting the house on a

Shrub- 
bery and trees for nesting sites, there- 
fore, are essential for making a place 
attractive to birds, and a double pur- 
pose is served If the kinds 
planted 
are chosen from the list of fruit-bear- 
ing 
species 
already 
given. 
Shrubs 
should 
be allowed to form 
thickets 
and should be pruned back severely 
when j'oung so as td produce numer- 
ous crotches. 


Constant removal of old trees and 
modern tree-surgery have resulted in 
a great diminution in the n u m b e r of 
tree cavities, the natural 
homes 
of 
most of our hole-nesting birds. 
For- 
tunately 
most 
of 
these 
birds 
will 
utilize artificial nest cavities, or bird 
houses. 


The most common errors in putting 
out 
bird 
houses 
are 
choosing 
poor 
locations 
and 
supplying 
too 
many 
boxes. 
A bird house in a bald, glaring 
location is not nearly so likely to at- 
tract 
tenants as one in a 
partially 
shaded 
place, 
martins, 
only, 
prefer 
a house standing apart f r o m 
trees. 
Entrances to boxes should be 
shef- 
tered by projecting roofs and should 
face away from the prevailing wind 
and rain storms.

They can be kept on 
pasture 
until ready for market, 
or 
nearly so. 
Not only can they make 
more use of 
pasture but they 
can 
make more economical use of all feed 


because they can be finished for mar- 
ket before the cold weather of winter 
sets In when grains are more expen- 
sive. 
If these pigs are crowded, many 
of them can be marketed by the fir.st 
of October. 
Without a good 
house 
two litters a year can not be raised 
to advantage, because the spring pigs 
must be put off until so late that the 
fall litters do not get well started be- | 
fore cold weather, 
but with a 
good 
house two litters can well be rai.'^ed. 
Most f a r m e r s do not feel that 
thny 
can keep an old sow for one litter, 
but with two litters it becomes a dif- | 
ferent proposition. 
Jt is un1ver.<!ally 
conceded 
that old sows raise 
better 
pigs than young ones, and the keeping 
of old sows enables one to select and 
keep only the best producers.

The writer has personal 
knowledge 
of another hog house quite similar to 
this but only about half as large, the 
only openings being one alley door, one 
hog door, and one small window. 
In 
this house over 90 per cent of 
the 
early pigs were lost In some seasons, 
mo.stly f r o m thumps. 
The loss in a 


single season would have more 
than 
paid for a good building. 


The owner of a new hog house once 
showed it to the writer with consider- 
able pride. The building was equipped 
with 
conveniences 
of 
the 
best 
sort 
and 
appeared 
to be ideal in 
every 
respect 
except 
one—cost. 
It 
con- 
tained 18 pens besides the feed bins, 
and cost, according to the contractor, 
approximately J4.000, or $222 a pen. 
The interest on this investment at 5 
per cent amounts to $11.10 for every 
•sow pen, and the r.nnual cost of each 
pen. including interest, 
depreciation, 
repairs, and Insurance, would be about 
J7, which is amply sufTlcient to pay 
fr r a good pen outright. 
It is hard 
t<i .<?ee how such a building can ever 
pay for Itself. 


A large house should always stand 
ea.«t and 
west, facing the south, so 
that 
the maximum amount of 
sun- 
.=ihine may be had in each pen. 
When 
a double house Is used, the outside 
^ pens on the north are often of little 
use in early spring and late fall on 
account of the shade and the cold 
winds. 
This difficulty can be partially 
ovei'come, however, by changing sows 
so that those which have not farrowed 
and those with the oldest pigs, which 
have least need of the warm pens, are 
on the north side. 


In the majority of large hog houssa 
the upper windows are not so placed 
that the sunshine will strike the floor 
when it is most needed there. 
In- 


deed, a hog house with the windows 
In the proper position is rarely seen. 
Direct sunshine .should strike the floor 
in every pen for as many hours in the 
day as possible at the time when the 
pigs are farrowed. 
Nearly every- one 
realizes this is a matter of the greatest 
importance, but too often the builder 
does not take the trouble to find out 
whether he is getting it or not.

dinarily the farmer has no means of 
ascertaining where to put the windows 
so as to get the maximum amount of 
sunshine at the time he wants It, un- 
less he happens to be building just 
at that time, which is very unusual. 
The country Is dotted, with hog houses 
In which the owner thought he was 
putting the windows where he wanted 
them, but found later they were In 
the wrong place. 


In double houses the windows for 
lighting the south pens must be as 
high up as possible In order to get 
them away from the hogs.

First Official Statement is 
Griven Out by Heads of 
Brotherhoods. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 10—Tlie first ofii- 
cial statemcait on the impending contro- 
versy between railroads of the country 
and their 
train 
crews over 
working 
hours, was i.ssued here last night. 
It 
was signed by W. S. Stone, grand chief 
engineer of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers; W. S. Carter, president 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen; L. Iv Sheppard, 
acting president of tlie Order of Rail- 
wav Conductors, and \V. 0. Lee, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen. ^ These 
organizations 
claim 
to represent appro.K^imately 400,000 em- 
ployes on 528 lines of railroad. 


The statement was headed '•'VtHiy the 
Eight-Hour day,"' and was in the na- 
ture of a reply .ii> a statement issued 
Feb. 1, by the executive committee of 
the Association 
of Western 
Railways. 
The brotherhood's 
statement 
said in 
part: 


"The eight-hour 
<la.y 
movement is 
based wholly upon the justice of a work 
day of reasonable hours that will per- 
mit the men further to separate 
the 
dead line between 
work 
and 
-wages. 
The railroads say in effect that 
men 
who have put in a few years of railroad 
service have workfv] themselves out and 
will not be accepted if they lose th<;ir 
jiositions. 
If men arc -worked out in a 
few years under present service condi- 
tions, the demand to extend their wage 
earning rears is fully .justified. 
Why Overtime Comes 


"Overtime in road service is duo al- 
most wholly to the practice 'of railroads 
overloading trains so that the.v can not 
make their mileage within their time 
limits. 
Thp, railroads are doing this for 
profit; they do not den.y it, and if they 
propose to demand extra service at the 
sacrifice of the health and future earn- 
ing ability of the men they should pay 
extra 
for it. 
The payment 
of 
over- 
time applies. Avith particular 
force to 
yards where the companies can regulate 
tlieir work so that no-overtime need be 
made." 


The statement denied that "the men 
arc not sincere in their demand for th-.i 
shorter work day" or that they "want a 
wat-'C increase rather than a time de- 
crease." 
It also argued that any in- 
•cntivn tr> delay railroad work so as to 
d)tain overtime payment would be im- 


possible, pointing out that discipline is 
administered by the roads. 


Rates of pa-v in the eastern territory 
were quoted 
at 
length 
to illuetrato 
wage conditions, the statement saying 
in part: 


Pay in Train Service 


"The pay of train service employes, 
other than passenger, is based on 100 
miles or less, 'ten hours or less. 
In the 
eastern 
territory, 
for 
instance, 
the 
brakeman 
will receive the 
munificent 
sum of $2.67 for regular freight train 
service, out of which he must maintain 
his family at home and take care of 
himself at the other eAd of the run. The 
100 mile trip is what represents one» 
day's work and means that at its ex- 
piration tlie man must lay away from 
home until he is dead-headed back or 
returned Avith a 
train. 
The 
conduc- 
tors 
receive 
approximately 
one-third 
more than the brakeraen. 
Wages are a 
trifle higher in the southern and west- 
ern territories. 


" 'Forty-five l)er cent, of the earnings 
of the railway- companies are paid in 
wag-es,' affords the opportunit.y to show 
the sum total of wages ])aid. 
What in- 
terests the railroad employe is not~the 
bulk sum paid to all of the railway em- 
ployes but the individual amount that 
goes to each man. 


"That there is not so much justifica- 
tion for the contention of the railroad.^ 
that the eight-hour day is 
impossible 
is proven b.v the facts that at present 
there are seven roads in the soutiieast- 
ern, and one in the western 
tevcitory, 
that pa.y overtime on an eleven ni'los 
per hour basis. 
Six roads in the south- 
ern and two in the western territory 
pay overtime on a twelve mile per'hour 
basis. 
Eight in the soutlieastcrn 
and 
five in the western territory pay over- 
time on a tAvelve and one-haF miles per 
hour basi.'i.

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Playing Practical Politics. 


'An interesting; example of some practical politics in the interest 


bf temperance has just been supplied from "Wells and Blacki'ord coun- 
ties, where four out of five "dry" candidates for the democratic nom- 
ination for joint representative to the state legislature have reached 
an agreement to withdraw from the race. They now plan to unite 
their forces for the nomination of the one remaining "dry" candi- 
date and thus hope to make impossible the nomination of another who 
is accredited with pronouncedly "wet" sympathies and who has the 
backing of the element which favors the return of the saloons. 


The action was voluntary and entirely harmonious, and was 


brought about by thc desire to do everything possible to safeguard 
the situation which banished the saloon from both counties. The 
"dry" candidates simply, got together, put the cause of temperance 
ahead of their personal ambitions to go to the legislature and select- 
ed one of their number who should receive the temperance en- 


. dorsement, others agreeing to at once file notices of withdrawal from 


the primary ballot. It was not difficult to figure that with the tem- 
perance sentiment divided between five men there was little likeli- 
hood of either winning and that in all probability the "wet" candi- 
date would win. in the primary. The temperance element is very 
/strong in both Wells and Blackford counties, each of which is de- 
pendably democratic, but split up into factions it could not hope to 
win against a united liquor vote. It did the perfectly obvious thing, 
and it found its representatives in the race big enough to yield their 
personal interests to the common cause. 


The action is as unique as it is commendable, and it is hardly 


to be doubted that it will produce results. In any event it is going to 
supply an interesting phase to watch in 'the primary race. Manifest- 
ly if a majority of the people of Wells and Blackford counties are 
opposed to the saloon they ought to have that sort of representation 
in the state legislature, and they are taking the practical way to se- 
cure it.

matter with our army. The U. S. sys- 
tem is modeled on that of England—a 
system .which has no place in a repub- 
lic. 
It is undemocratic, ineflicient, un- 


popular and filled with the danger of 
militarism. 


Who .says sol 
Two officers in the regular army, witli | 


whom ] ha.ve talked, but who are for- 
bidden by army regulations to talk for 
publication, have told me so. Among 
others who think so I 'find Will Irwin, 
war, .correspondent and writer, Congress- 
man Callaway, of Texas; Dill, of Wash- 
ington; Sherwood, of Ohio; Bailey, of 
Pennsylvania: Gordon, of Ohio; Diea, of 
Texas, and a dozen others. The opin- 
ions of Herbert Quick and Louis Post 
are well known. Lieutenant Edgar Z. 
Stcover, U. S. A., who has worked out 
the Wyoming plan of military training, 
is another who has shown by his works 
what he thinks of the present antiquat- 
ed system. 


The British army system—which is 


ours—is described by George Barnard 
Shaw in a letter just received in Wash- 
ington as no better than the Prussian 
system. With the conscription law just 
adopted, Shaw says the result will be 
"compulsory soldiering of thc Prussian 
type, with abandonment of every civil 
right, helpless submission to cruel and 
degrading punishments without trial br 
jury for the smallest assertion of self- 
respect against—not discipline—but in 
science and class domination * * * em- 
ployment in occupations which have no 
relation to_ national 
defense and 
are 


cither menial or merely theatrical; and 
barrack life, a thing indescribable even 
bv ita advocates." 


Shaw urges Americans to take warn- 


in" br the fate of England and not to 
shriek at conscription, "which." he says 
"the firing- of a single shot may make 
irresistible at any moment, but to pre- 
pare for it by discussing and defining 
the conditions on which c'itizens can ac- 
cept military service in case of need 
without abandoning themselves to -the 
hopeless slavery of .a soldier. This''is 
the real preparedness which the Ameri- 
can nation need?." 


".Shaw is absolutely right,'1 said Will 


Irwin., "I have -given a lot of thought 
and study to this army problem and I 
have scon the different European armies 
n action, and I am convinced that,to- 
day what this country should do is to 
go and fit at the feet of France and 
earn of her. The French army ' is a 
democratic army—thc nrtftt democratic 
army in the world. And it is now ad- 
mitted to be t'nc best army in the world, 
and I do not except the German army 
with all that has been said about itH 
efficiency. In the French army thc offi- 
cers are recruited from the ranks. They 
go up on the basis of merit. They are 
not officers because they have inherited 
title, political influence or money to buy 
a commission, as in England, or because 
they belong to an upper soria) caato as 
in the United States. France gets more 
and better officers by promoting .the 
good men. 
One of tho. weaknesses of 


the English army today is thn lack of 
officers. Where are they to come from? 
When tlic titled and rich aro killed off 
the supply is gone. France has demon- 
strated that the caste system is' not 
necessary to discipline.

OUR GOD AND HIS UNIVERSE

When Kin* David meditated upon 


these thing* he ga& "Ub, Jehovah-our 
Lord, how excellent i& Thy name in all 
ike earth! who has set 'Thy glory above 
the Heavens. 
When I consider Thy 


Httreni, th« work of Thy fingers, the- 
raoon and the etar» which' Thou hast 
ordained; what is man, that thou art 
mindful of him! end the Son of Man 
thai Thou viiiteit him!" (Ps* 8:1-4). 
King DaTid considered, and we should 
note that it wai not trifling and worth- 
}«M thinjj* irhich he set his mind upon, 
but hn thought of "the Heavens, the 
moon, and stars," which God had made. 
Let us, like Job, David and other rev- 
erent astronomers, trj to look out iuto 
the HeaTens with its circling orbs whUJi 
<'ni\ hath made. All our observation 
siiysi be from this earth, which is very 
important to man as the cradle of his 
creation and environment of his his- 
tory.- It is about 8,000'miles in diame- 
ter and 28,000 miles in circumference. 
It is very large in our sight, for after 
man has lived 
upon it nearly 6,000 


years, there arc still many portions 
which hU eye has not seen, nor his 
feet trod upon. But as we shall sec, 
it is only a tiny Kpcck in the great 


WATCH YOUR. STEP 


Universe of God. 
Naturally the flrat 
:ts- our attention, as 


we look out from our earth, in the moon. 
obiect which attracts- our attention, as 


because it is the nearest to us. 
It 


is only 238,000 miles distant and re- 
volves around the 
earth once each 


00 miles in diame- 


ter, but looks so large, because of its 
month. It-is only 2,100 miles in diame- 


proxiraity. The earth is only one of 
the many bodies called planets, which 


•'• 
swing, at different distances, around the 
sun. They are named Mercury, Vmus, 
our Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Ur 
anus and Neptune. Jupiter is 1,300 
times the size of our earth, and has 
eight moons swinging around it. Sat- 
urn is 1500 times the sizn of our earth, 
and has a remarkable ring around it 
and ten moons. 
Between" Mars and 


Jupiter are about seven hundred small 
planets called asteroids. Some are only 
ten miles in diameter, but each having 
a distinct orbit around the sun. 
Jesus 


said, referring to tho universe, "In My 
Father's 
hous'e are many mansions." 
, 
(John 1.4:2). Perhaps these asteroids 
are the baby mansions. 


The sun is 93,000,000 miles from the 


earth, and looks only a little larger 
than the moon, but it is 805,000 miles 
in diameter, and enveloped *h flames, 
which often flash up 200,000 miles from 
its surface. It is almost impossible for 
us to comprehend the vast magnitude 
of the 'sun. It is 1,200,000 times great- 
er than the' earth. The next nearest 
star to our sun is called Alpha Cen- 
tauri, and is 25,000,000,000,000, (twenty- 
five trillions) of miles from us. Polaris, 
the Xorth Star, in 278 trillions of mile} 
distant, and Arcturus. the great star 
in the constellation of Bootes, is 960 
trillions of miles distant. So far us we 


,'-> 
know, this star, Arcturus, Is the mon- 
arch o! the heavens. It is said to bo 
very many times the size of our sun. 
It 


is moving at the rate of 300,000 miles 
ner hour, and yet is »o far away, that, 
if Adam, the -first man, was to come 
back from his grave, he could not see 
that it had made any change in posi- 
tion in 6,000 years. 


These distances arc almost incompre- 


hensible to us, and such figures are too 
cumbersome to 
express 
astronomical 


distances. 
Hence 
astronomers 
have 


Another method . of stating distances. 
They have discovered, by the eclipse of 
the moons of^Jupiter, that light travels 
186,000 miles in a second, equal 11,160,- 
000 miles in a minute, which is about 


6,000,000,000,000 (six trillion) miles in 
a year. 


The ordinary eye can s«« fromN3,OOU 


i« 5,000 stars in the heavens. ThU num- 
ber is increased to millions by the use 
of 
telescopes 
and 
photography. By 


properly 
exposing 
photograph plates 


to the sky, and then placing them under 
the microscope, astronomers have been 
able to estimate about 60,000,000 stars. 
Many of these 
are in groups called 


nebula. One of these, in the constella- 
tion of Orion, which appears to the 
naked eye,as only a small bright spot, 
is composed of 8,000 suns. Another is 
Andromeda, about the size of a man's 
hand, in which only'two stars are vis- 
ible to the eye, has 64,000 suns. 


The luminous circle of the heavens, 


called the Milky Way,"is a mast of 
suns. A photograph plate was exposed 
to a rich portion of this milky -way, 
and, with a microscope, 500,000 suns 
were estimated on about one quarter 
of the plate, while the rest was a per- 
fect blaze of light iu which there might 
have been from a million to a million 
and tv half of suns. 


As the increased strength of the tele- 


scopes have revealed 
more and more 


stars, it is probable that there are un- 
told numbers more beyond and beyond 
ell that have been seen. Xo man hath 
counted th« number of all the star*, 
and onty God knows how many there 
are. 
But he has given a hint as to 


their countless number ia His inspired 
Word, the Christian Bible. He said to 
Abraham that Hie seed should be,as the 
stars of Heaven for multitude,' or as 
the sand on the seashore. (Genesis 13: 
IB; 15;5; 22:17.) 


The greatest thing 
that God hath 


made is the heavens, in which all the 
suns; planets and comets are moving 
in trackless orbits around their respec- 
tive centers. 


No wonder that King David while 


thus considering, 
exclaimed, "What is 


man?" and we may well ask, "What is 
man!" 


Physically he may be six feet tail 


and weigh 200 pounds, and if so, his 
size commands our respect, but compar- 
atively he ia tho minutest speck. 
He 


is only one seven millionth of the diam- 
eter of the earth, and If the earth was 
a pea, what would a man be?

HOW TO ATTRACT MORE BIRDS TO OUR HOMES AND FARMS 


The Means of Increasing the Number of Birds About Our Homes Are Few and Simple—They Comprise Adequate Protection and the Provision of Suitable Nesting Places 


hood and Water—The United States Department of Agriculture is Doing a Wonderful Work in Giving to the Public Accurate Information 


Relating to the Various Means of Attracting Our Bird Friends.

Bird lovers throughout the land are 


ways and means of Increasing 


the number of birds and of attracting 
them to the vicinity of homes. 'While 
the basis for this movement Is 5n part 
esthetic, to no small decree such ef- 
forts are based on a Browing appre- 
ciation of the usefulness of birds as 
Insect destroyers. Th« Increase of In- 
terest In wild birds throghout 
the 


United States during the past decadn 
has been phenomenal, and organiza- 
tions having for their chief object the 
care and protection of birds ar» num- 
bered by hundred?, if nr>t thousands, j 
<^lv!c league? and women's clubs hav« 
been especially active in attempts to 
attract birds to city parks and suburbs, 
with rt view to brinsInK wild lif« to! 
the doors of those denied the prlv-1 
Jlege of knowing It In wilder districts, j 


Food supply Is the vital factor In 


bird life and the most 
important 


offering we can mako In our 


•efforts to attrnct birds. It Is Impor- 
tant to not« that an ample supply of 
food prior to and during th« nesting 
•season tends to increase the number 
of efgn laid and also the number of 
broods 1n a season. 
Bird food may 


b» supplied In two ways—by planting 
trees, shrubs, and herbs which pro- 
duce seeds or fruits relished by birds, 
and by exposing food In artificial de- 
vices. The most familiar phase of the 
latter method Is winter feeding. 


Burins the season when the natural 


food supply Is nt Its lowest ebb birds 
respond mont readily to our hospital- 
ity. 
Winter feeding has become very 


^popular, and thn result has been to 
bring about, better understanding be- 
'twften birds and human kind.

fruits of these trees are opened and 
the seeds eaten by pine and evening 
grosbeaks, the visits of these birds 
being largely regulated by the supply 
of this kind of food. Larches, pines, 
and other conifers are attractive to 
crossbills as well as to lome of the 
species just mentioned.

ripen earlier, 


bird 
houses should be con- 


structed so that the interior may 
easily be examined and cleaned. This 
Is not only important to permit last 
year's rubbish to b* thrown out. but 
is necessary in many sections of the 
country to facilitate Inspection 
for 


gypsy-moth egg masses and cocoons. 


As a rule, birds do not like being 
r'dve.d' and " * place '» studied 
th bird houses only a few of them 


will b» occupied. 
Birds not only do 


not want bird neighbors too near but 
they are Impatient of human med- 
dling, and therefore should be granted 
as much privacy as possible, especially 
rturlng the incubating and brooding. 
Nests built in shrubbery are especially 
likely to come to a bad end If ths 
birds are frequently disturbed. 


If we would protect ground-nestin* 


birds, as bobolinks, meadow larks and 
bobwhitef. grass in the nesting fields 
must not be cut during the breeding 
season. 


Food Shelf. 


Although a considerable number of 


our native birds build their nests on 
the ground, the majority place them 
In trees or shrubs, either in holes or 
on the limbs or In crotches. 
Shrub- 


bery and trees for nesting sites, there- 
fore, are essential for making a place 
attractive to birds, and a double, pur- 
pose is served if the kinds planted 
am chosen from the list of fruit-bear- 
ing species already given. 
Shrubs 


should be. allowed to form thickets 
and should be pruned back severely 
when young so as to produce numer- 
ous crotches. 


Constant removal of old trees and 


modern tree-surgery have resulted In 
a great diminution In the number of 
treo cavities, the natural homes of 
most ot our hole-nesting birds. For- 
tunately most 
of throe birds ' will 


utilize.'artificial nest cavities, or bird 
houses. 


The most common errors In putting 


out bird houses are choosing poor 
locations and supplying too man? 
boxes. A bird house in a bald, glaring
